The President, Rev. C. Huber, read his annual report, which 
was received and referred to a Committee. 

The following is the report: 

Beloved Fathers and Brethren of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
Nebraska: Bless the Lord, O my soul, and all that is within me, bless His 
holy name. Bless the Lord, O my soul, and forget not all His benefits. 

It becomes us to begin this Fifteenth Annual Convention of our Synod with 
thanksgiving in our hearts, and with praise upon our lips. Another year of 
labor and toil is ended, and, being preserved by a kind and loving Father, we 
are again permitted to meet in Synodical Convention. 
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The past year bas been one of unusual prosperity and blessing to ow 
churches.

VACANCIES SUPPLIED. 

1. During the year I spent one week at Nebraska City. While there my 
time was occupied in doing regular pastoral work. My intention was to ar- 
range for a regular supply, but on account of the property difficulty the people 
did not think it wise. 

7 2. I was also at Ponca once. I spent a Sabbath with our people there. By 
an arrangement which was made while there, the Lord’s Supper was admin- 
istered to the congregation by a visiting minister. Rev. R. A. White supplied 
the pulpit on the 4th of September. 

The last three congregations mentioned have been made vacant very re- 
cently. We hope and pray that all of them may be speedily supplied with 
men after God’s own heart. 

CHANGING THE TIME OF SYNOD. 

July 21, 1887, I received a petition which was signed by a number of the 
ministers of Synod, requesting to change the time of Synod from August goth 
to September 27th. 

The reasons that were given were: 

1. Lack of time, to make the Synodical apportionment. * 

2. It being too early in the season, which would bring it into the hot 
weather. 

According to their request, the time of Synod was changed to the present. 

CIRCULAR LETTERS. 

At three different times during the year letters were sent out by me to all 
our pastors, giving them a financial statement of our Synod. In this way all 
had an idea of what was required to bring the treasury of our Synod into 
proper condition. I have reason to believe that these statements were received 
with favor, and that good was accomplished. No small part of my time was 
taken up with the necessary correspondence of the Synod. 

EXPENSES. 

My expenses during the year for stationery, postage, and traveling expenses, 
including eight dollars which are due Rev. J. C. Jacoby, who went, at my 
19.04. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. | 
1. In order to get our Synodical Treasury into better condition, I would 


14 that we make an apportionment for two years at this Convention. 
4 2. That the President of Synod be ex-officio member of the Synodical 
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Committee on Traveling Secretary, unless the two offices are filled by the same 
man, in order that there be perfect harmony in the workings of the Synod. 

3. That hereafter the Advisory Mission Committee be discontinued, and its 
work merged into that of the Synodical Committee on Traveling Secretary. 

And now, dear brethren, my work as your presiding officer is done. I have 
endeavored to discharge the duties thereof with pleasure, conscientiously, im- 
partially, and with a view to God's glory. I now hand back to you the trust 
you had committed unto me. I thank you most heartily for the honor you 
have now these three times bestowed upon me. My prayer is that God may 
lay His hand upon one more worthy than myself.

We, Ministers and Lay Delegates of the Lutheran Churches in Nebraska, 
accepting and adopting the Constitution of the “ General Synod of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church in the United States of America,” “receiving and 
holding with the Evangelical Lutheran Church of our fathers, the Word of 
God, as contained in the Canonical Scriptures of the Old and New Testa- 
ments, as the only infallible rule of faith and practice, and the Augsburg Con- 
fession a8 a correct exhibition of the fundamental doctrines of the Divine 
waer and of the faith of our Charch founded upon thet Word,” do ordain 
and adopt for ourselves the following 


CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLE I.—Name. 


SECTION 1. The name, style and title of this Synod shall be the Evangel- 
ical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska.

It shall be the duty of the pastor when he resigns his charge, ac 
cepts a call in the bounds of this or any other Synod, organizes a new congre- 
gation, when a corner-stone is laid, or a church consecrated, to report the same 
immediately to the President of Synod. 

Sec. 11. Whenever a pastor leaves a charge, he shall furnish to the Presi- 
dent of Synod a parochial report up wo the time of resignation ; and until such 
report is furnished, a letter of dismissal shall not be granted by the President. 

ARTICLE IV .— Officers. 

Sec. 1. The officers of Synod shall be a President, Secretary, German See- 
retary, Statistical Secretary, Scandinavian Secretary, and Treasurer. The 
President, Secretary, and German Secretary, who are also the officers of the 
Ministerium, shall be chosen from among the ordained ministers. The Stat- 
istical Secretary and Treasurer may be either ministers or laymen.

Sec. §. The Statistical Secretary shall collect and classify facts concerning 
each congregation in connection with this Synod. He shall record the date 
of organization; the ministers who served it in their successive order; and the 
rate of increase, together with such other facts as may be of interest. He 
shall collect and classify facts concerning the history of this Synod. He shall 
keep a register of the names of the ministers and licentiates, arranged accord- 
ing to their age in office; when and how they entered the Synod; and the 
date and manner of their dissolution therefrom. He shall keep a complete 
history of thie Synod. 

Sec, 6. The Treasurer shall take charge of the moneys belonging to Synod, 
and shall keep them subject to its order, signed by the President and Secre- 
tary ; he shall keep and present at each annual meeting of Synod, a detailed 
and faithful account of the state of the treasury. He shall give a bond in the

Report of Advisory Home Mission Committee. 

Dear Brethren > Your Committee to whom were entrusted the Home Mis- 
sion interests of our Synod, would respectfully make the following report : 

No easy task was given into our hands, to have oversight of the work, and 
to give advice on such important matters. Ours is especially a mission Synod, 
and the work that is pressing upon us is simply unspeakably great. 

It was my pleasure to be able to visit all the regular Missions of our Synod 
during the past year, and also many other places where mission work ought 
to be done. It gives me great joy to know that the work within our bounds 
has been constantly enlarging until the “little one of a few years ago has 
become a thousand.“ We would herewith give a brief report of the regu- 
lar missions within the bounds of our Synod. 

1. Auburn and Stella.— This Mission has been taking some steps in advance 
during the year. The debt which was still resting on the church at Auburn 
has been removed, so that the loan from the Board of Church Extension could 
be paid back. The entire time of the pastor can now be given to the spiritual 
well-being of his flock and those committed to his care. The mission is large, 
and for the proper development of the same, it should be divided. There is 
sufficient territory to occupy the time of two ministers ; but on account of the 
lack of the proper men and sufficient money, that seems at present impossible. 

2. Beatrice.—It will be needless to say much about this Mission. If we 
knew nothing of it before, we all have a very good opportunity to learn some- 
thing about it. The mission has not been without its trials and difficulties, 
but we have reason to believe that it has been made better thereby. The fact 
that it has undertaken the task to entertain this great body, is a sign of its. 
strength and vigor. The work has been progressing during the year, the con- 
gregation is harmonious and united, and the membership has been increased, 
greatly increased, during the year. 

3. Bohkeet.—This Mission is located in the country, and is served by Rev. 
H. Schumann. During the year a debt of about $200, which was still resting 
on the church property, was removed. The work at this point was com- 
menced very humbly, yet it has been growing steadily, and the prospects for 
a good congregation are bright. Rev. Schumann is also preaching at several 
points besides. The work is being well and faithfully done. 

4. Butler County Mission.—Rev. B. F. Pugh is the missionary. This mis 
sion consists of Rising City, David City, and several preaching stations in the 
country. It is a very large field, and too much for the strength of one man. 
During the year, one of the main features of the work in this Mission was the 
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looking after the interests of David City. Efforts were made by Bro. Pugh, 
the pastor, and others who assisted him, to build a church at this place during 
this season. I am not able to say how far the work has advanced in that re. 
spect. It is not improper to notice in this connection the great loss the mis- 
sion has sustained in the death of Bro. Wm. P. Miller. | 

5. Denver, Colorado.—Rev. H. F. Hansen is our missionary at this place. 
The mission has been making steady progress during the yeai. Much hard 
work has been done under great disadvantages. The want of a church home 
is no little drawback. They are at present engaged in the erection of a house 
of worship on a very beautiful lot. The corner-stone of the same was laid 
on the 7th of August. When this church is completed, and paid for, we have 
reason to hope that the growth of the mission will be great. 

6. Grand /sland,—This Mission was served by Rev. Wm. Rosenstengel. I 
recently learned that since the meeting of the Genara! Synod at Omaha it de- 
clared itself self-sustaining. The Mission passed through quite an ordeal dur 
ing the year, but I am glad to say that it gained a glorious victory. We trust 
that the time will not be far distant when we shall have a strong German con 
gregation here. 

7. Hayes County, Neb.—This mission is occupied since last April, and is 
being served by Rev. Wm. Thoele. It consists of a settlement f Germans in 
the above-named county. All the people throughout this district are begin- 
ners, and are poor in this world’s goods; but I greatly rejoice to know that 
they are rich in things heavenly and divine. This is a most devoted people. 
A sod church was built by them, which was dedicated on Whitsunday. This 
is one of the most promising missions I ever aw. 

8. Xearney.—Several times during the year I had occasion to visit Kearney, 
and thus came personally in contact with the work there. Rev. Starner is the 
pastor. He not only preaches at this place, but also at a number of other 
places. Faithful and earnest work has been done. The field which is now 
being supplied by the missionary is too large for one man. The people at 
Kearney are also very anxious to have regular services, and they are of the 
opinion that the congregation would grow more quickly. This is also my 
opinion; but again the lack of men and means stands in the way. 

9. Lennox, Dak.—Rev. J. M. Tjaden is the missionary. I visited this 
mission last March. A service was held with the congregation, and the little 
house of worship was filled with an attentive audience. I presented to them 
the work of our church at large, and their own duty to the same. We trust 
that this Mission will soon become self-sustaining. 

10. Lincolm.—Rev. L. L. Lipe is the missionary. This Mission is making 
progress. During the year the old church and lots were sold, and another 
more centrally located and most beautiful church site was secured. Prepara- 
tions for the building of a new church have been made, and the object is to 
put the building under roof before cold weather commences. The Mission is 
composed of an intelligent and energetic membership, and with Bro. Lipe as 
their pastor, faithful and devoted to his work, we may hope to hear of good 
news in the future. 
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11. North Platte.—Rev. Adam Stump isthe missionary. This Mission ded- 
icated its church, which was in process of erection one year ago last January. 
It is a massive and grand structure. The work here is of a peculiar nature, 
but Bro. Stump, the pastor, is no doubt the right man in the right place. A 
good work has already been accomplished, and we look forward to the time 
when we shall have one of the strongest congregations at this place. Bro. 
Stump is also preaching at some other places within reach of North Platte. 

12. Om. Rev. G. H. Schnur, Jr., is the missionary. One year ago the 
work of this Mission was just commenced. Since that time considerable pro- 
gress has been made in St. Mark’s Mission. During the greater part of the 
year they were holding their services in a hall, but now they are occupying 
their own beautiful chapel. This chapel was dedicated, free of debt, last June. 
It is located in a growing ng part of the city, and a large field of usefulness lies 
before them. They have an intercsting Sunday-school, and the attendance 
upon the divine services is very encouraging. 

ter Rev. Chr. Rese, for now sbout ott 
year. Pueblo is located in the south-eastern part of Colorado. The city is 
rapidly developing. Large numbers of Scandinavians are found in the same. 
Rev. Roos has labored there during the year amidst great self-denial and 
many discouragements. The great lack is a church building. The Board of 
Church Extension has promised to help them to a church site, and then the 
people will undertake to erect a building thereon. When this is once ac- 
complished, the work will progress speedily. 

14. Republican Valley —-Rev. J. W. Kimmel is the missionary. There 
has been a great development in this Mission since it was opened up. Long 
Island, Kans., has been taken from the same, and it is now a self-sustaining, 
congregation. Two church buildings have been dedicated in the remaining 
part of the Mission, one at Franklin, and the other at McCook. There is 
enough work for several more men in that region of country. Rev. Kimmel 
has been doing hard and faithful work in this vast field. 

15. Roca.—Rev. J. W. Kimmel is the missionary. A great work was ac- 
complished in this Mission during the year. That which at one time seemed 
only to be a dream, has become a reality. A most beautiful church building 
was erected at this place during the past year. Much of this great success is 
largely due, under God, to the energy and self-denial of the faithful mission- 
ary, Rev. Kuhlman, a few earnest members, and the co-operation of the com 
munity, Most of the year Rev. Kuhlman preached also once a month at 
Morrill, Kans. If there were another place near to Roca, which could be 
supplied by this pastor, the Mission would soon be self-sustaining. 

16. Sidnmey.—This place has now a faithful and earnest missionary. Kev. 
Fischer took charge of this field shortly after the meeting of our Synod last 
year. We have a very good beginning at Sidney. The congregation is con 
templating the erection of a church, and it is likely that work on the same 
has been commenced. Rev. Fischer is also preaching at Kimball, a town further 
sa ge cae This place also promises fair for our church. 
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17. Waveriy.—This Mission is still being supplied by Bro. Eyster, who is 
doing very efficient work. Some efforts have been made to make this point 
self-sustaining, and if all in the congregation will do their part they would no 
doubt be able to bear the burden alone. During the past year the remaining 
indebtedness on their church property was paid off, so that now the only thing 
claiming their attention is the support of the pastor and the benevolent oper- 
ations of the Church. f 

18. West Point.—Rev. J. C. Jacoby is the missionary at this place. Here, 
also, a church debt was claiming the attention of the people, which | under- 
stand is now removed. This is a promising field, and, under the efficient care 
of its missionary, will no doubt be developed into a self-sustaining field in the 
near future. Bro. Jacoby is looking also after the interest of some other 
points in that region of country, which is such a rich field for our Church. 

19. Wayne.—This Mission is being served by Rev. M. L. Melick. The 
work is steadily, though necessarily slowly, progressing. We have a field at 
Wayne, and the future of the church is secured. Wayne is the county seat 


of Wayne county, and will become a good-sized town. It may take some 


time yet until this Mission can become self-sustaining. 

20. York County.—The great work in this Mission during the year, has 
been the raising of a debt of $300 remaining on the Bethel church, and the 
building of a church in the new town of Benedict. Both these -enterprises 
are being worked successfully. The corner-stone of the new church has been 
laid, and the work on the superstructure is pushed forward. The pastor, 


Rev. Schnur, has been doing good and faithful work amidst many discourage- _ 


ments. This is a large and fertile field for our Church. 

21. Cheyenne, Wyoming.—Rev. C. J. Beckman is the missionary at this 
place. He is there since last June. There is a field for us to cultivate in this 
city, although it is surrounded with trials and difficulties. There has been 
some progress made since Rev. Beckman is there, and we trust that the work 
will continue, and a good congregation be established. The great need in this 
place is a new church building, which we hope they may soon secure. 
These fwenty-one Missions are the regular Missions of the Board within the 
bounds of our Synod. . 

It should be a source of great joy to us all to know that all these places 
have regular pastors to minister unto them in holy things. All the missionaries 
have been doing earnest and faithful work. It is also worthy of note that this 
number of Missions comprises more than one-//th of all the Missions supported 
by the Board at this time. | 


THE FIELD OPEN TO US. 


Whilst the above number of Missions is large, and whilst we should be 
grateful that so much is being done, yet when we look out upon the field, and 
see how white it is for harvest, we must exclaim: “ What are they among so 
many? And when we must see, as we so often do, that in this our harvest 
field, for I am now speaking of that which rightly belongs to us, there are

Mr. President and Brethren of Nebraska Synod: Your Committee, ap- 
pointed at the meeting of Nebraska Synod at Auburn, 1886, would respect- 
fully report : 

1. That the Committee met in Omaha October 25, 1886, and regularly 
organized by electing Rev. J. S. Detweiler, Chairman, P. S. Leisenring, Sec- 
retary, and J. F. Wilhelmy, Treasurer. | 

2. That Mr. J. F. Wilhelmy, Rev. C. Huber and Mr. Robert Weidensall 
were selected as a Committee to devise ways and means for the support of the 
Traveling Secretary.

and July 11th, 1887, and transacted the business pertaining to its work.

BRIEF REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 

To give a report of the work done the last nine months is simply impossi- 
ble in so brief a space as dare be taken in the Synodical minutes. Most ot 
the pastors and congregations of our Synod have come personally in contact 
with this new work, and therefore the plan has been laid before them, and in 
many places special work was done. 

It might be stated here, and this should indeed be kept in mind, that the 
work was new—rather what might be called an experiment—and, therefore, 
great allowance must be made on that account. It was new work for the 
Committee which was appointed by the Synod to direct the same, and it was 
equally as new for their Secretary, whom they sent out into the field. It 
would not be becoming for me to speak especially of what has been accom- 
plished! during this time, nor would it he possible to speak of great results. It 


has been a time of sowtng and planting. ard the season of ingathering, we 
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trust, will come. As the one to whom this work was intrusted by the Com- 
mittee, I can simply say that I have endeavored to be faithful, conscientious 
and impartial in my work. 

Nearly the entire time was given to the work out in the field. The follow- 
ing is a summary of the work, which will give a limited idea of how the time

We leave the result of this with God, trusting that great good may follow. 

In addition to the above reports, the chairman states that he has received 
letters from all the pastors visited by Rev. C. Huber, and that these commu- 
nications are in the highest degree satisfactory to the committee concerning 
the acceptability of the Secretary. They are unqualified in praise and com- 
mendation of the services rendered, and indicate general satisfaction with the 
plan followed, and also convey the assurance of great benefit to the entire work 
of Nebraska Synod. 

The committee also take pleasure in stating to Synod that a steward of the 
Lord—not a member of the Lutheran Church, and who desires that his name 
be not given to the public—has donated to the committee through Mr. Robt. 
Weidensall, five hundred dollars, to be applied on the erection of a building for 


a residence of the secretary in Omaha. This donation was received with thanks, 


and by resolution it was placed in the hands of Mr. Robert Weidensall, who, 
as trustee of the fund, was authorized to invest the same at a fair rate of in- 
terest. 

In view of the above indications of success attending the work of the Trev- 
eling Secretary thus far, we are profoundly grateful to God, and are encour- 
aged to make the following recommendations : 

First.—That the work of Traveling Secretary be continued, and that greater 
efforts be put forth to make it more efficient in the future. 

Second.—That the number of the Executive Committee be increased to nine, 
and that a German pastor and layman be added to the present number, in 
order that the German work of the Synod may receive the fullest ſattention 
from the committee. 

Third.—That the Committee be authorized to secure at least $1,600 for the 
work of the next year, commencing January 1, 1888. 

Fourth.—In view of the very faithful and efficient work of Rev. C. Huber, 
that his services be continued. 

Fifth.—That the Committee be empowered to make the District Conferences 
of Synod more efficient in the development of church work and workers, by 
entering into correspondence with the officers through the Synodical Travel- 
ing Secretary. 
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Sixth.—That the Committee be authorized to encourage and arrange for 
special conferences of neighboring ministers and laymen in as many of our 
churches as will be found convenient. 

Seventh.—That this Committee make special efforts to develop Bible study 
among the membership of the church, and to circulate, as far as possible, the 
best Christian literature, including the church papers, periodicals and books. 

Eighth.—That the Committee be authorized to appoint corresponding mem 
bers of the Committee, if necessary, to enable them to accomplish the work 
that ought to be done.

Committee on Vacancies reported the following : 


Report of Committee on Vacancies. 

1. Nebraska City.—Our interests in this city have greatly suffered for about 
three years, in consequence of litigation over the question of the ownership 
of the church property. This legal question, however, will soon be decided 
by the Supreme Court of the State. Until such decision is reached, we can 
do nothing special to promote our church interests there. Rev. Huber, the 
Traveling Secretary, spent some days several months ago visiting the Lutheran 
families and acquainting himself with the general prospects. The field is a 
favorable one; we would recommend it to the care of the Committee on 

Traveling Secretary. 

2. Vutan.—Tois charge has been without a pastor since August the first. 
The people are united, and are anxious to secure a pastor as soon as possi- 
ble. The charge requires one who can speak both the English and the Ger- 
man languages. A salary of five hundred dollars can be raised. There isa 
good church and a splendid parsonage, and no indebtedness upon them. By 
special arrangement, Rev. Knight will occupy the pulpit every alternate Sab- 
bath until a pastor can be secured. No action is required on our part. 

3. The Oakland pastorate. composed of the Oakland, Tekamah and Grace 
congregations, has been vacant since the last of September. We recommend 
that the Committee on Traveling Secretary look after the interests of this 


4. Laramie City —It has been vacant a month. This is a promising field, 
- being organized a little over a year ago, with over a hundred members. It is 
a German congregation. Formal application was made to Rev. Huber, while 
President of the Synod, to aid it in securing a pastor, and we are informed 
by Bro. Huber that efforts are now being made to that end. 

5. Falls City.—This organization was eflected by Rev. Griffith on the 31st 
of last March, with seven members. It has two lots, of the value of $500. 
Several of the brethren have preached there at different times since the or- 
ganization. 

6. Morrill, Kansas, is ten miles from Falls City. Since July last this con- 
gregation has had no preaching. It has 51 members, and a church property 
worth $1600. 

Your Committee would recommend that the Falls City and Morrill congre- 
_ gations, under the direction of the President of Synod, unite in forming a 
new pastorate, with preaching stations at Humboldt and Pawnee City.

Report of Committee on Homer Academy. 

Mr. President and Brethren > Your Committee appointed to confer with 
the citizens of Homer concerning their informal proposition to us looking 
toward our establishing of a school in that place, and authorized, under 
definite instruction, to act in the matter for the Synod, beg leave to offer the 
following report: 

October 1, 1886, we met at the village of Homer with the “ Joint Stock 
Improvement Company of that place. The interview was very satisfactory 


_ Whilst the village itself was not very inviting, the thrift and promise of the 


neighboring country was very pleasing. The people had great expectations, 
too, of a railroad through Homer leading from Sioux City. 
First securing the services of Rev. W. C. McCool, of this Synod, to act as 
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principal of the school for one year, at such salary as he might be able to col- 
lect as tuition from the patronage, we entered into written contract with the 
Homer Board to occupy the premises gratuitously offered from that date to 
August 31, 1887. 

The school was opened October 18th by Prof. McCool, with an attendance 
the first day of eighteen pupils. Prof. and Mrs. McCool managed the schoo! 
to, the entire satisfaction of the Committee, and their public examinations an- 
other exercises during the closing week of the scholastic year were very 
gratifying to all. The enrollment during the year was forty-two. Muc! 
credit is due to Prof. and Mrs. McCool for the successful effort put forth l. 
them in the school at Homer. 

The railroad prospect of Homer not having brightened during the yeor. 
and the village not proving to be altogether satisfactory socially and in the 
matter of accommodations for the students, there was a disposition on the 
part of the management to listen to propositions from other points in north- 
eastern Nebraska, for it seemed clear to the Committee that the academy 
should be continued somewhere in that region. Our Committee, however, 
having no power to act for the Synod in such case, we simply received prop- 
ositions which were made for the future academy by Wayne and Homer, and 
at once sent them early in July to our General Synod Board of Education. 
At this time the work of the Committee was so planned that the next term of 
school would open after the meeting of Synod and according to its directions. 
At this juncture very unexpectedly we received information of the postpone- 
ment of Synod to a date too late for the opening of school to succeed it and 
hold the students. The Committee therefore found itself in an emergency 
Tequiring immediate action. Students were ready for the opening of the sec- 
ond year, and the Principal had foregone the privilege of other fields of use- 
fulness to serve the Synod farther in this capacity. Realizing this situation, 
the Committee felt impelled to act promptly. 

The Committee had apprised Homer of the fact that it had recommended 
the Wayne proposition to the Board of Education of the General Synod as 
the place for the permanent location of the academy. Therefore your Com- 
mittee did not feel free or at all welcome to ask Homer for another temporary 
opening of the academy in that place. And the time having come when it 
was necessary to find temporary quarters for the academy, already in operation 
one year, for its second year. The Committee met August 22, 1887. The 
chairman of the Committee, thinking that nothing could be done, did not ap- 
pear. The remainder of the Committee met, however, and having received 
an offer of a convenient room, suitably furnished, felt warranted to make the 
proposed change, and at once proceeded to arrange for instructors till further 
direction could be given by Synod. 

Accordingly, school opened on September 15th, with thirteen students. 
- There were present at this opening, besides the principal and his assistants, 
the citizens’ committee of Wayne, and other prominent citizens, all of whom 
were highly gratified. 
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Therefore we offer the following 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1. That we ask this Synod to ratify the action of the Committee. 

2. That Synod ask the Board of Education of the General Synod to estab- 
lish the proposed academy at Wayne, Neb. 

3- That the Synod make it the duty of every pastor within reasonable reach 
of the academy to make vigorous efforts to secure a liberal patronage of stu- 
dents. 

4. That this Synod authorize this Committee to mise, if necessary, a sum 
not exceeding $400, to supplement the salary of the principal of the academy. 

5. That this Synod appoint a Committee whose duty shall be the oversight 
of this institution until properly established and incorporated. 

6. That the expenses of the Committee in the discharge of their duty dur- 
ing the past year, and in the future, be defrayed from the treasury of the

Report of Committee on Cheyenne. 


Your Committee appointed to visit Cheyenne attended to its duty in Octo- 
ber, 1886.

We found the Germans organized 
into what was called the German Lutheran Church cf Cheyenne, but really a 
Congregational body served by a minister of that denomination. As soon as 
we arrived, the enemy went to work to dissuade the people from attending our 
German services, and succeeded. There were only a few present. The only 
good result from our visit with reference to this congregation was that it 
changed its charter and is now in title what it was before in reality—The Ger- 
man Congregational Church of Cheyenne. 

We found a Scandinavian General Synod Lutheran congregation in exist- 
ence, and, as there is no prospect there for an organization in any other lan- 
guage, we made a report to the Church Extension Board and recommended 
that the lots we have there should be ceded to these brethrer, but our request 
was only partially granted. ADAM STUMP,

Report of Delegates to the General Synod. 

According to appointment, the thirty-third convention of the General Synod 
was held in Omaha, Neb., June ist to 13th, 1887. With the exception of the 
absence of one delegate elect, the Nebraska Synod was represented by a full 
delegation. 

An accurate abstract of the proceedings was published in the Lutheran Ob 
server and Hausfreund, and a printed copy of the official report has lately 
been placed in the hands of every pastor of the Synod. Your representatives 
therefore need do little more than call your attention io a few points this 
Synod will do well to notice with some special action. 

(1) Orphan Homes. The several orphanages of the General Synod have a 
claim upon us. Though none are located on our territory, we yet should feel 
an interest in the church's care of orphans, and should make at least an annual 
contribution for their support. We suggest that pastors bring this good cause 
to the notice of their congregations. 

(2) Children’s Day. It was recommended that the Sunday nearcst the 
25th of June (Augsburg Day) in each year be recognized by the General 
Synod as Children’s Day, and that special collections be taken upon that day 
for the support of the orphans’ homes of the General Synod. 

(3) More Ministers. It was resolved that the General Synod urge the 
councils of our congregations to hold stated meetings for prayer and consulta 
tation on the subject of ministerial education, and selecting young men in 
their fields who they believe should prepare for the ministry, and in public and 
private lay upon them their responsibility and privilege. We recommend 
that the President of Synod communicate with church councils on this subject. 

(4) Deaconesses. We are glad to report that there is a growing interest in 
the establishment within our church of an order of Deaconesses, and that the 
subject may receive the largest endorsement, we suggest that this Synod by 
resolution signify its hearty approval of the project now entrusted to a special 
committee, and also that the Secretary notify the General Synod Committee 
of our endorsement. 

($) Church Membership. In order to establish a rule preventing the m- 
Proper reduction of our church rolls, it was resolved as follows: “ That it 1s 
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the sense of the General Synod that no one can be dropped from the rolls of 
church membership on earth except in one of three ways, viz: by death, by 
honorable transfer, or by excommunication.”’ 

(6) Cultivation of Beneficence. By resolution the various Synods of the 
General Synod are urged to appoint committees for the purpose of cultivating 
the grace of liberality and collecting the offerings of the congregations. We 
suggest that the President appoint such committee. 

(7) Afissions. On this subject we desire to give emphasis to the recom- 
mendations of the different Boards. (% That the pastors give the Missionary 
Journal their hearty sympathy and active support by commending it to their 
people from the pulpit. (4) That pastors and Sunday-school superintendents 
organize Children’s Foreign Missionary Societies in their schools and keep 
the claims of the cause constantly before the young people. The India 
College so auspiciously inaugurated should be completed with all possible dis- 
patch, and those whom God has especially blessed with large means should 
have their attention called to this worthy cause. (% That all our pastors 
and Sunday-school superintendents be urged to codperate with the Board of 
Home Missions in the laudable effort to reach the children by the use of the 
Sunday-school Home Mission envelopes. 

(8) Board of Education. The appointment of the Board of Education was 
reaffirmed and the action of the Board as presented in their biennial report 
endorsed. In order to the prosecution of the work entrusted to them, they 
were authorized to secure from the Church the sum of five thousand dollars 
annually for two years. In view of this action, we recommend that this Synod 
raise its proportionate share of the above-named amount by an apportion- 
ment to all the churches. 

(9) Apportionment. Our Synod has been apportioned on a basis of 2569 
communicants, and for the following amounts: Foreign Missions, $571; 
Home Missions, $666; Church Extension, $666; General Synod Treasury, 
$37. To this should be added $100 for the Board of Education Treasury, mak. 
ing a total of $2040. We believe this apportionment is just, and recommend 
that Synod take suitable measures to have this amount paid into the respec- 
tive treasuries of the Church.
